Monument is 555. The four supporting 
cables are to be four feet each in diam- 
eter against the 16inches of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge. Each cable will be composed 
of 15,000 steel wires. The anchorage will 
be half as large as the National Capitol 
Building, and each will contain more 
masoury than the largest of the pyra- 
mids of Egypt. The cost of the struc- 
ture is estimated at $16,000,000.
